The installation has just been 
completed at Santa Monica, Cali¬ 
fornia, of the first electric plant 
for the purification of sewage to be 
erected in the United States. The 
system is known as the Harris 
magneto electrolytic process. Jt 
will be ready for operation just as 
soon as the necessary outfall pipes 
can be laid. The plant consists of 
two wooden tanks, each thirty feet 
long, two feet wide, and eighteen 
inches deep. Each tank is equipped 
with ten sets of electrodes and ten 
electro-magnets, weighing three 
hundred pounds each. The elec¬ 
trodes are fitted with steam pipes 
for use in cleansing them. The 
electric energy is supplied by a 
direct-current generator of special 
construction, equipped with a 
motor and separate exciter. A 
generator of this pattern is requir¬ 
ed to obtain perfect results, as the 
requisite is low voltage and high 
amperage, in opposition to the re¬ 
quirements for power and light. 

The plant is located in a concrete 
chamber which is equipped with 
two compartments sealed tight, 
into which the sewage is pumped | 
from the receiving basin. The 
purpose of these chambers is to 
secure an equalized flow through 
the electric tanks, and their com¬ 
bined capacity is one million gal¬ 
lons pei' day. After leaving these 
sealed chambers, or forebays, the 
sewage is allowed to flow into the 
tanks in sufficient volume to cover 
the electrodes and the magnets to 
a depth of three inches. The cur¬ 
rent is turned on as the sewage 
flows steadily over the wires and 
enters the outfall pipe. By that 
time it is supposed to be odorless 
and perfectly harmless. 

What actually happens as the 
sewage passes through these 
charged tanks has not been scientif¬ 
ically determined; but experience 
has demonstrated that as the 
electric energy required for the! 
operation of the plant is held, the 
effect is to immediately release the 
hydrogen, and as it leaves the 
the water the oxygen is released. 
The constituents of water oxygen 
and hydrogen, the releasing of the 
latter precipitates all of theorganic 
matted, and the releasing of the 
lormer forms an ozone, which is 
responsible for the burning orj 
oxidation of the organic matter. 
The result is that the sewage be¬ 
comes immediately purified, and if 
passed through sand or other filter 
appears as pure sparkling water.

Such procedure will require 
an early announcement of the meeting 
of the County Central Committee, in 
order that representatives of the new 
precincts may have time and opportun- 
l ity to prepare and present their claims. 

A call for a meeting of the Republi¬ 
can Central Committee in this county 
I should have been made the past week, 
and if primary elections are to be held 
■ in this county on August 11th, notice 
of the meeting of the Central Commit- 
| tee should be at once published, as the 
! time will be all too short to secure full 
publicity of the meeting of the Com¬ 
mittee and of its call and apportion¬ 
ment of delegates, and of the time and 
places for holding primaries. Only 
four weeks remain for all this detail. 

It will not do for the gentlemen of 
the Republican Central Committee 
| in and for San Mateo County to con¬ 
tinue the old lame, absurd plea that 
the people do not want primaries, for 
wherever that question has been sub¬ 
mitted to the people they have, with¬ 
out exception, voted for the primary 
elections. The last test was but the 
other day in Contra Costa County, 
where all the forces of the old machine 
manipulators were arrayed solidly and 
struggled desperately to defeat the 
primary, and, as everyone now knows, 
the people turned out and carried the 
issue in favor of primary elections by a 
decisive majority. San Mateo County 
is part of the Fifth Congressional Dis¬ 
trict. Republlican electors have the 
right to name the Republican candi¬ 
date they are to vote for in November 
and they will resent disfranchisement 
in this regard with such force and 
emphasis that those who attempt such 
an outrage will not soon forget.

THE LOCAL PAPER 


A Powerful Influence For Good in Its 
Community. 

The influence of the modern news¬ 
paper and periodical on the thought 
and character of the community in 
which it circulates is vastly greater 
than most people who give it a casual 
thought may realize. 

There never has been a reform of any 
magnitude successfully carried out 
without the help of the newspapers, 
and a radical change in the policy of a 
party or government along reform lines 
is never undertaken until that reform 
has been forced upon it by popularsen- 
timent expressed through the paper’s 
columns. 

Popular sentiment produces reform 
and that sentiment is produced by the 
newspapers. 8o we see that the news¬ 
paper is at the bottom of all reform 
movements. This is true of all rightly 
conducted journalism, but is doubly 
true of the local or country daily or 
weekly, and for these reasons: 

The large Metropolitan dailies, with 
their enormous circulations, are main¬ 
ly read by business men, and a large 
percentage of these men rarely, if ever, 
glance at an editorial. The papers are j 
largely left in car seals or thrown into j 
wastebaskets, and the proportion which 
reach the family hearth is small, and 
these are simply scanned for sensa¬ 
tional news, and the editorials are 
overlooked by the ladies of the family 
almost entirely. 

Now, how different it is with the 
local weekly paper! It is read top, 
bottom and sides by every member of 
the family and particularly by the 
women. Its editorials are read, dis¬ 
cussed and commented on, and the 
community largely gathers its opinions 
from the tone of these articles. 

The women of a community have 
much greater weight in shaping the' 
policy of that section than they are 
usually given credit for. It is in very 
many respects the case of the gray 
mare being the better horse, and you 
will nearly always find them on the 
right side,opposed to graft and wrong¬ 
doing and lighting for the pure in life. 
The local paper helps them to under¬ 
stand political and social questions! 
and to act and talk intelligently in re-! 


lation to them, and through the women 
of the household a tremendous influ¬ 
ence is exerted on the voters of that 
household. • 

This is largely the reason that a lo¬ 
cality like that covered by these papers 
is so clean politically. Who ever heard 
of graft or flagrant cases of wrongdo¬ 
ing in the towns covered by these 
papers? And we rather flatter our¬ 
selves that these papers and the in¬ 
fluence they exert have done much to 
keep the district pure and clean. 

Our readers have always found us in 
the past arrayed on the side of good 
government. Regardless of anyone’s 
feelings, we always speak out in meet-! 
ing on all public questions vital to the j 
interests of our towns, and we propose \ 
to stand for all time on the same plat¬ 
form. 

But it is the strangest thing that the 
borrowers of the local paper make 
greater demands upon an editor than 
a regular subscriber. All sorts of 
church affairs, all family troubles, and 
particularly the financial family trou¬ 
bles, are sent to the publisher. The 
weekly country paper has the best in¬ 
terests of the community at heart and 
wants to and does serve the public, but 
it, in turn, must be supported. Those 
that have a business in a town should 
advertise and help the local paper. 
That is the thing that makes a paper 
pay. We are pleased that all have en¬ 
joyed the paper the past year.—Dux- 
bury (Mass.) Standard.

The last day to fill vacancies on State 
and County tickets is October 3. 

The last day to withdraw from the 
ticket is October 3. 

Appoint election officers and desig¬ 
nate poling places not later than Octo¬ 
ber 9th. 

Publish names of election officers five 
times daily after October 27th, or twice 
weekly before day of election. 

Before October 9th—Arrange regis¬ 
tration affidavits for each precinct al¬ 
phabetically and bind the same. 

October 14th—Prepare index to affi¬ 
davits for each precinct and have same 
printed. 

October 24th—Publish proclamation 
for five days before this date. 

October 24th—Commence the mailing 
of sample ballots, instruction to voters 
and constitutional amendments. 

October 30—Finish mailing same. 

November 3, 1908 — Election day; 
polls open at 6 a. in. and close at 
6 p. m. 

November9tli—Supervisors will com¬ 
mence canvass of returns and continue 
daily until completed. 

On the completion of canvass by the 
Supervisors, the clerk must enter re¬ 
sults on records of board, issue certifi¬ 
cates of election, send necessary ab¬ 
stracts to other County Clerks and 
Secretary of State, etc.

One Where Mother and Son Both Got 

Tidings of Disaster at the Same 

Time and One Where a Child Saw 

Her Father Saved In a Shipwreck. 

Out of 149 dreams of a very striking 
kind investigated' by one of the lead¬ 
ing psychic research societies no fewer 
than seventy-nine related to a death, 
and perhaps the rarest of all these 
dreams is the case whore two persons 
dreamed the same thing on the same 
night, and the episode came true. This 
striking instance is reported by the 
Itev. It. B. Elrington: 

“A woman parishioner of mine,” he 
says, “whose husband was a fisher¬ 
man, at that time on the sea, dreamed 
one night in terribly vivid fashion that 
his little craft had been cut in two bj T 
the towering steel bows of a great 
liner. Her eldest son was with the 
husband, and as she woke she screamed 
out, ‘Oh, save my boy, my boy!’ This 
was remarkable enough, considering 
the sequel, but almost at the very mo¬ 
ment the poor woman was in her dis¬ 
tress, yet still asleep, another son was 
pounding at her door, half asleep and 
half awake, and crying, ‘Oh, mother, 
where Is father?’ The terrified woman 
now rose and let the boy In. lie was 
crying. He told her he had distinctly 
heard his father’s heavy tread coming 
up the stairs and his ponderous kick 
with sea boots against the door, as had 
been his manner when returning ab¬ 
ruptly from a long cruise. Next morn¬ 
ing the alarmed mother and wife told 
all the neighbors, and before the day 
was out the dreadful news came that 
every detail of her dream was true. 
The little trawling lugger had been run 
into by a coasting liner, nearly cut in 
two and sunk with all hands, includ¬ 
ing her husband and son.” 

Premonitory dreams occupy a large 
part of the psychological records, and 
the following case Is a very puzzling 
one: A Mrs. Spruit lived at Balmain, 
one of the suburbs of Sydney, Austra¬ 
lia. Her husband was a sea captain 
in command of the Atacama, a wooden 
ship of 1,300 tons, which had arrived in 
Sydney in a leaking state and was 
picked up cheap by a firm known as 
Cowlishaw Bros, for $3,500. Twice as 
much was spent in repairs, and then 
the Atacama was sent up the coast 
with a cargo of coal. She delivered 
this and next set but for San Diego. 

But when 500 miles out from Syd¬ 
ney she sprang a leak, and Captain 
Spruit decided to put back. In spite 
of the pumps the water gained, and 
soon there was a depth of eleven feet 
In the hold. Spruit now resolved to 
abandon the ship and launch the three 
boats. The captain himself, with one 
seaman, (he steward, boatswain and 
an apprentice, was In the twenty-four 
foot lifeboat, while the rest of the 
crew, twelve in all, were in the otlier 
two boats. Heavy seas were running, 
and the boats were nearly swamped. 
As Spruit could not swim, he was 
nearly drowned. Some of his men 
were lost. Their situation was indeed 
fearful in boats half filled with water 
and exposed to a fierce gale 400 miles 
from land. Again and again was 
Spruit washed out, but at last his boat 
was picked up when its occupants were 
In the last stages of exhaustion from 
fatigue, exposure and lack of food. A 
reporter of the Sydney Morning Her¬ 
ald called to Interview the captain and 
found him barefooted, with terribly 
swollen legs, covered with severe cuts 
and bruises. 

Now consider Mrs. Spruit’s report to 
the Psychical Research society, which 
is most remarkable. 

“Last Thursday week,” she writes, 
“at 3 o’clock In the morning my thir¬ 
teen-year-old daughter Lily came into 
my bedroom and woke me by a tap on 
my forehead. ‘Oh, mamma,’ she cried 
in a breathless whisper, ‘I’m so fright¬ 
ened!’ I tried to soothe her, but she 
only covered her face with her hands 
and whispered tremblingly: ‘Oh, look! 
My papa’s ship is all wrecked! Papa’s 
come home all in rags, with his feet 
and legs cut, and I see two or three of 
his men drowned out of the boat.’ 

“I told Lily sternly It was all non¬ 
sense. 

“ ‘It Isn’t!’ she said passionately. 
‘I’ve seen it in my dream, and I know 
it’s all true!’ 

“But I coaxed her off to bed. The 
girl kept worrying about it until the 
next Sunday. A week after her dream 
my husband returned, and Lily found 
me crying when she came in from 
school. 

“ ‘Oh, mamma,’ she cried sharply, ‘Is 
the Atacama wrecked?’ 

“I told her evasively her papa had 
come home. 

“She was not to be denied, however, 
and asked, with strange persistence, 
‘Are papa’s legs cut?* 


"I said they were. 

“And the very first thing she said to 
her father was: ‘Why, you didn’t have 
those clothes on when I saw you! The 
ones you had on were all torn in the 
shipwreck.’ ” 

Lily Spruit herself furnished a re¬ 
port to the Psychical Research society. 
She said she woke in terrible fright, 
having seen every microscopic detail of 
the shipwreck and its sequel. She saw 
her father get into the big boat and 
keep plose to his ship for some time. 
She watched his boat capsize and the 
boy Allen drown. What woke her, she 
said, was the howling of the wind 
about the wreck, and the last she saw 
was the other men pulling her father 
back into the waterlogged boat.—Wil¬ 
liam T. Fkz-Gerald in New York Trib-

A TALE OF PORTO RICO 


Curious Story of the Haunted 
Sentry Box. 


5JGHT ON THE OLD LEGEND. 


One of the Many Mysterious Disap¬ 
pearances From Fort San Cristobal 
Accounted For by the Revelation of 
the Lost One Himself. 

Writing in the Journal of the Mili¬ 
tary Service Institution, Captain Ar¬ 
thur P. S. Hyde of the coast artillery 
tells this curious story of “the haunt¬ 
ed sentry box” of Fort San Cristobal, 
the ancient Spanish built fortress 
which guards the entrance to San 
Juan, Porto Rico: 

“A number of picturesque sentry 
boxes built of masonry and appearing 
like minarets are placed at points of 
vantage in and around the fort One 
of these on the sea front, and reached 
only through a long and dark tunnel 
from the Interior of the fort. Is pop¬ 
ularly known as La Garlta del Diablo, 
or the devil's sentry box, usually, al¬ 
though incorrectly, translated the 
haunted sentry box. This name was 
given to it by the Spanish soldiers for 
the reason that a number of sentries 
stationed there disappeared in a most 
mysterious manner and were never 
again heard from. 

“An American officer was once on 
duty that took him into the remote in¬ 
terior of the island, and while spend¬ 
ing one night in a small settlement he 
engaged in conversation with a num¬ 
ber of the inhabitants of the place. 
One old man, on learning that the of 
fleer was stationed at Fort San Cris¬ 
tobal. became especially interested and 


in the course of the conversation told 
the following story: 

“ ‘I used to be a soldier In the Span¬ 
ish army aud was stationed at Fort 
San Cristobal. A number of soldiers 
while on sentry duty bad mysteriously 
disappeared from the sentry box down 
! by the sea. and we had all become 
, convinced that it was haunted by the 
devil, who. we thought, used to come 
and steal the soldiers away. 

“ ‘One stormy night it fell to my 
lot to go on duty in the devil’s sentry 
box. as we called it. at midnight, and 
it was with some doubts and misgiv¬ 
ings that I went with the corporal of 
the guard and relieved the former sen¬ 
try. When they left me I listened to 
the sound of their footfalls reverberat¬ 
ing from the walls and ceiling of the 
dark and narrow passage, ever grow¬ 
ing fainter and fainter as they reced¬ 
ed, until finally the noise of the storm 
and the sea completely drowned It, 
and I was left alone with the mad ele¬ 
ments. 

“ ‘It was a mad night and one well 
calculated to add to the feeling of awe 
that the devil’s sentry box always In¬ 
stilled into the man on duty there at 
night. 

“ ‘Presently my attention was at¬ 
tracted by some lights in a small tav¬ 
ern on the shore below the fort, where 
many of us were wont to go when off 
duty for a glass of rum. Then I be¬ 
gan to think that I might be able to 
climb down over the rocks to the 
shore, get a glass of rum at the tav¬ 
ern’and return to my post. 

“ ‘The more I thought of it the more 
determined I was to go, so finally, 
leaving my rifle and belt in the sentry 
box, I climbed over the wall and down 
on to the ropks and so made my way 
with great labor and difficulty and no 
little danger to the little house, where 
the occupants were making merry 
with dancing and drinking. I soon 
fell to aud enjoyed myself with them. 

“ ‘When one Is dancing with a fair 
senorlta he sometimes forgets the pas¬ 


sage of time, as l did on tnat ratal 
night, and not until long after 1 o’clock 
did I begin to think of returning to 
my post. Then, realizing that the cor¬ 
poral had made his inspection and had 
found me gone from my post and 
\titb my rifle and belt left behind, I 
saw only a court martial and the gar- 
rote staring me In the face, for In 
those days for a sentinel in the Span¬ 
ish army to quit his post meant sure 
death, even in peace. 

“ ‘To go back was out of the ques¬ 
tion. There was only one thing left 
for me to do, and that was to desert. 
My heart sank within me. If I should 
be captured, the same fate would be 
meted out to me; but, I reasoned, if I 
were to go back the fate would be a 
certainty, whereas if I deserted at 
least I had a chance of keeping out 
of sight of the authorities. I deserted 
and before morning was out of the 
city and on the way to the moun¬ 
tains. 

“ ‘I have lived in this little hamlet 
for years and have never been back to- 
the capital since that day, nor have I 
ever told my story to a single soul un¬ 
til tonight, but now that the Spaniards 
are gone I no louger fear for my life.’ 

“Thus we have the story of the dev¬ 
il’s sentry box from one of the very 
men who so mysteriously disappeared 
from It, and it would seem to be prob¬ 
able that the other disappearances 
could be accounted for in a similar 
manner were the truth known. Quien 
sabe ?” 

Captain Hyde mentions an interest¬ 
ing fact that, although for centuries 
Porto Rico was considered the legiti- 
.Vte prey of freebooters and was at¬ 
tacked at various times by regularly 
organized expeditions of the English 
and the Dutch during times of war, 
with more or less success. Fort El 
.Mono lias never beeu captured by an 
eiiem;*. and its only surrender was to 
tlu- Americans, together with the sur¬ 
render of the whole island.

THE SUN A PUZZLE. 

W» See Only the Outer Shells of th* 
Great Blazing Orb. 

The great ball of fire which we cail 
the sun is not really the sun. No one 
has ever seen the sun. A series of 
concentric shells envelops a nucleus of 
which we know absolutely nothing ex¬ 
cept that it must be almost infinitely 
hotter than the fiercest furnace and 
that it must amount to more than nine- 
tenths of the solar mass. 

That nucleus is the real sun, forever 
hidden from us. The outermost of the 
enveloping shells is about 5,000 miles 
thick and is called the chromosphere. 
It is a gaseous fluid, tinted with the 
scarlet glare of hydrogen, and so furi¬ 
ously active that it spurts up great 
tongues of glowing gas (prominences) 
to the height of thousands of miles. 

Time was when this agitated sea of 
crimson fire could be seen to advantage 
only during an eclipse. Now special in¬ 
struments are used which enable as¬ 
tronomers to study It in the full glare 
of the sun. 

Beyond the chromosphere, far beyond 
the prominences even, lies the nebulous 
pallid corona visible only during the 
vanishing moments of a total eclipse, 
aggregating not more than seven days 
in a century. 

No one has ever satisfactorily ex¬ 
plained how the highly attenuated 
matter composing both the promi¬ 
nences and the corona is supported 
without falling back into the sun un¬ 
der the pull of solar gravitation. Now 
that Arrhenius has cosmically applied 
the effects of light pressure a solution 
*s presented. 

How difficult It is to account for 
such delicate streamers as the promi¬ 
nences on the sun is better compre¬ 
hended when we fully understand how 
relentlessly powerful is the grip of 
solar gravitation. 

If the sun were a habitable globe 
and you could transport yourself to its 
surface, you would find yourself pulled 
down so forcibly by gravitation that 
,Vou would weigh two tons, assuming 
that you are aiv ordinary human being. 

Your clothing alone would weigh 
more than a hundred pounds. Baseball 
could be played in a solar drawing 
room, for there would l)d some diffi¬ 
culty in throwing a ball more than 
thirty feet. 

Tennis would be degraded to a form 
of outdoor plngpong. 

From these considerations it is plain 
that gravitation on the sun would tend 
to prevent the formation of any lam¬ 
bent streamers and to pull down to its 
surface masses of any size.—Harper's 
Magazine. 


BARNUM’S OLD LION. 


How the Great Showman Turned His 
Death to Account. 

Among the features of the parades 
of the Barman circus there was for¬ 
merly one that never failed to attract 
attention. On the top of one of the 
wild beast cages lay an enormous lion. 
He was not confined in any way, and 
nervous people watching the parade 
would shudder at the sight and con¬ 
template the terrible possibility of the 
lion springing into the midst of the 
crowd. 

But the venerable old king of beasts 
had reached the leonine dotage, and 
stiffened muscles and blunted claws 
rendered him harmless. He was as 
mild as a kitten and in the winter 
quarters, where lie was allowed to 
roam at will, sometimes had to be pro¬ 
tected from the onslaughts of irrever¬ 
ent and mischievous puppies. 

One night he wandered from the 
quarters. In the course of his travels 
he chanced on a barn where a meek 
eyed cow was placidly chewing her 
cud. A faint flicker of the slumbering 
jungle spirit stirred bis pulse, and, 
with a crashing blow of the huge fore 
paw. tire cow was slain; then, lying 
down beside his victim, he went to 
sleep and dreamed of the time when he 
was a shaggy little whelp playing with 
his brothers under the bright sun of his 
faroff African home. 

In the morning the owner of the cow, 
a stalwart female with the blood of 
Irish kings in her veins, entered the 
barn with milk pail in hand. She was 
filled with wrath at the sight that met 
her gaze. With a keen edged ax in her 
hand and grim determination in her 
eye she fearlessly approached the sleep¬ 
ing lion, and when the men sent out to 
search for him arrived he lay cold in 
death. Barnum promptly paid for the 
dead cow and engaged to appear on 
exhibition “the woman who in mortal 
combat had slain a lion.” 


The Oldest Treaty. 

The oldest text of a real treaty now 
in existence is that of the convention 
between Raineses II., king of Egypt, 
and the Prince of Kheta, which em¬ 
braces the articles of a permanent of¬ 
fensive and defensive alliance, with 
clauses providing for the extradition of 
emigrants, deserters, criminals and 
skilled workmen. This treaty was 
drawn up in the fourteenth century 
B. C. and is the earliest record that 
we have of any International transac¬ 
tion.

WHY POST CARDS ARE HELD UP 

Newspapers Prohibited from Adver¬ 
tising Raffles—Law Will Be 
Strictly Enforced 

In a recent interview with Assistant 
Postmaster Weller, of Han Mateo, the 
Leader scribe was shown a miscellan¬ 
eous assortment of post cards that had 
been held up for various causes due to 
the fault of those who had mailed the 
cards. The greater numbers of these 
cards were those with tinsel on the 
face. The postal laws strictly prohibit 
the mailing of such cards without an 
envelope. When the transparent en¬ 
velope is used the address may be plac¬ 
ed on the card, but the stamp must be 
placed on the outside. Cutting a hole 
in the envelope where the stamps 
might have been placed on the outside 
will not do. A two-cent stamp must 
be used when the cards contain a 
written message. The post office offi¬ 
cials have no option with this class of 
mail. If the postal requirements are 
violated the card must not be sent 
through the mail. 

Another matter wherein the postal 
laws are concerned is the publishing 
of items of advertisements concerning 
rallies or notices ot similar arrange¬ 
ments where winnings are based on a 
plan that has a semblance of a lottery. 

The postoffiee authorities have given 
warning to newspapermen that the 
law governing the publication of lucky 
number holders in raffles and other 
things will be strictly enforced from 
now on. The warning slates that 
newspapermen should exercise more 
care in the future and not publish any¬ 
thing regarding guessing contests or 
any other proposition wherein there is 
l the slightest chance of lottery or chance 
scheme. The penalty for the violation 
is withdrawal of the paper from the 
mail.—Han Mateo Leader.
